Refrrring to an act entitled "An Act to establish a standard 


of value and provide for a coinage system in the Philippine Islands", 


egppovad wanch 25 1902, I have the honor to inform you that I am in 


receipt of cabled information from the Civil Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands to the effect that under date of March 23, 1903, the 
Philippine Commission passed an Act, numbered 696, the first section 
of whtch provides for the coinage, with the approval of the Secretary 
of War, by the Secretary of the Treasury in United St«tes Mints, of 
32 000,000 silver Philippine pesos per month until 324,000,000 be 
coined, 

Section 2 of this Act authorizes the Secretary of War, on be- 
half off the Philippine government, to issue temporary certificates 
of indebtedness to the amount of $3,000,000. 

Section 4 provides that by way of anticipating proceeds from 
the sale of these temporary certificates, and to avoid delay in the 
purchase of silver bullion and the coinage of silver Philippine pesos, 
that the Philippine Commission has apyropriated $2,000,000, gold, 
from the Philippine Treasury to be used for the purchase of silver 
bullion; said sum to be replaced by proceeds of certificates when 


sold, 


It is especially important to render effective with as little 


delay as possible the provisions contained in Section 1 of the above 


quoted Act relating to the unit of value - "when the government of 


the Philippine Islands shall have coined and ready for, or in, circu- 


lation not less than five million of the silver pesos" - provided 
for in said Act. 

To best accomplish this end it strikes me as specially advantage- 
ous could the Superintendents of the Mints of the United States to be 
charged with this coinage receive and pay for the necessary bullion, 
and render account therefor to this Department, through the Treasury 
Departmant, showing the amount of silver delivered on each purchase, 
the cost of same, monthly, on receipt of which account tis Depart- 
ment would cause to be deposited in the Treasury of the United States, 
by the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, on behalf of 
the Philippine government, the amount expended each month by tho Super- 
intendents of the Mints for silver delivered upon purchases made, 

If some such arrangement be practicabie, the Philippine govern- 
ment could take advantage of the expert machinery of your Department 
in the purchase, coinage and shipment to an agent to be designated, 
on notification that the coinage was ready for shipment to San Fran- 
cisco, 

I wish that this could be done, and if so, request that the coin- 
age be immediately commenced,

In answer to your request of 13th instant, for information as 
to the amount of gold and silver coin sent by the Subsistence De- 
partment to the Philippine Islands to be used in payment of sub- 
sistence supplies for the United States troops in those Islands, 
from the first payment up to the present time, I have to inform 
you that at no time has this office asked that gold or silver coin 
be shipped to the Philippine Islands for any purpose. 

Subsistence officers in those Islands have been supplied with 
letters of credit on Seligman ,Brothers, London, and on First Nation- 
al Bank, San Francisco, and money was placed to the credit of those 
officers with the Assistant Treasurer U. S., San Francisco, to be 
disbursed by check. This office has no means of knowing what amounts 
of gold or silver coin may have been caused to be shipped from the 
country in settlement under this system of disbursements. 

It is not contemplated to ship gold or silver coin to the dis—_ 
bursing officers of the Subsistence Department in those Islands.

Mr. Brush, of the American Smelting and Refining Company, 
called at the Department yesterday and stated that he had called 
to the attention of your Department the fact that the delay in 
gold payment for accepted deliveries of silver at the San Fran- 
cisco Mint, for the Philippine peso coinage, compelled them to 
make an additional charge to cover the interest on their money 
for the veriod of about ten days required for verification and 
receipt of check from San Francisco; and that the resulting cost 
was about ten points greater than for delivery at the Philadel- 
phia Mint, on that account. 

He further stated that he had requested the Mint Bureau to 
follow the same practice as in U. S. coinage by paynent in New 
York for gold deposited in San Francisco; namely, that the Su- 
perintendent of the Mint in San Francisco would wire the Sub- 
treasury in New York to make payment for their account, and he 
was told that this could be done should the War Department re- 
quest it. 

I told Mr. Brush that the matter lay entirely in the hands 
of your Department, which had so kindly consented to act for us. 

Naturally any arrangement that the Treasury Department 


could make to cheapen the cost to the Philippine Government would be 


appreciated by the War Department.

A letter was addressed to me, as President of the United States 
Express Company, March 30th, by Hon. H. E. Ailes, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, requesting to be informed of the rate at which the 
United States Express Company would be willing to transport the one 
silver peso coins authorized by Act of Congress, approved March 2, 
1903, to be coined for the Philippine Governnent, from Philadelphia 
to San Francisco. 


The United States Express Company will extend the Government 
contract rate for this transportation as provided in paragraph 2 of 
the contract between the United States and the United States Express 
Company, anended on November 1, 1894, viz; silver coin and bullion, 
4%100 of a cent per mile per $1,000, applying, however, in addition 
the standard classification rule of the Company as to silver coins 
of different value from the legal tender dollar of the United States. 
It is necessary to transport 120 lbs. net of coins to equal $1,000 
in value, instead of 60 lbs. net of standard American dollars. The 
contract mileage rate, plus the addition required by our standard 
classification, will be 48/100 of a cent per mile per $1,000, from 
Philadelphia to San Francisco, California, based upon the mileage of 
the War Department maps, which we are informed is 3,149 miles, which 
would make a rate from Philadelphia to San Francisco of $15.1152 
per $1,000.

Since 


the sellers of silver are obliged to throw their daily product upon 


the London market, these brokers have an absolute control and have 
used it for a long time, either speculatively, or otherwise, to the 
@etriment of the proagucers of silver, and also, we believe, to the 


extreme detriment of the commerce of the world,

Last Fall in a few weeks' time the price of silver was marked 
down from equal to 52 to about 47 cents per ounce, New York. TYhere 
was ebsolutely no increage in production, or decrease in consumption, 
The excuse for reducing the price was that the Straits Settlements 
end ilexico were going on a gold basis. It was perfectly well know 
to these brokers, as to everyone else who has examined the subject, 
thet even in case this was done, the conswzption of silver would re- 
main either the same, or actually increase, but apparently it was 
too great a temptation for them to make money on their forward sales, 

Mnich is the way silver is sold in London acainst Hastern exchange. 

I do not know that it is necessary to state to you that our 

company are not directly interested at ell in the price of silver. 
We act virtually as agents or commission merfients for the benefit 
of the miner. The miner receives for his product, the market price 
daily, whatever this is, and this company are only interested in the 
way that they are more closely interested in the prosperity ef the 
miners, but otherwise only as the entire world is interested in the 
improvement of the price of a great world's product and the doing 


euey of the demoralization to trade with the silver-using countries 
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an Bea 
through constant decline in the price of silver bullion, 

The comparatively small amount of silver which the Philippine 
‘Government has purchased, together with a recent purchese by the 
French Government of 1,600,000 ounces for Indo-China (which, by the 
way was their first purchase since the agitation last Tall to plsece 
the currency of the Straits Settlements upon the gold basis) has 
aoubtless made it somewhat harder for the London brokers to fill their 
short sales, but a far greater effect upon the market doubtless is 
the fact that India is beginning to buy again to replete its treasury, 
which is being exhausted by the ir esentation of gold received for 
large exports due to a good crop in India after two or three years 
famine, You probably are aware that when the Indian Bhi uch 
were obliged to buy three years ago, they purchased about 60 ,000 , 000 


ounces during the year for coinage into rupees and the market aavence 


ed undar this extraordinary demand from ebout 52 to 65 cents per 
ounce, New York, So far as we can judge, such extraordinary pur- 


chases will not be necessary this year, but if the entirely unneces- 
sery Gepression in price of this most iaportant product of our coun-— 
try cen be overcome by introducing a new buyer, and to a certain ex- 
tent competition in buying, it certainly would seom to be only jus- 


tice to the silver producers, and also would have a most beneficial 


. 


effect in the commerce of a large portion of the world governed by 
silver currency. 
In connection with the very serious depression brought about in 


the price of gilver during the past ten years, I have been most in- 


terested in noting by recent examination that the amount of the net 


imports of silver into India during the past 10 years since the mints 


a 6 y an average 
were closed to free coinage at Bombay, have exceeded by an averag 
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of 10,000,000 ounces per year the amount of the net imports during 

the 10 years preceding the closing of the mints. When we consider 
the fact that the price of silver was reduced more than 20% in two 
weeks on account of the closing of the mints in India, and presumably 
because thereby the consumption of silver would be decreased, it will 
be seen what an entirely arbitrary and detrimental control London has 
had over a great product of this coumtry, which has brought back to 

us from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 in gold yearly. 

Doubtless a large factor also in the advance in the price of 
silver is the renewed demand for silver for China. Last year in 
connection with collecting silver by taxation to pay the indemnity, 
the banks received this silver and would have to account for it in 
exchange exported, all told, about 8,000,000 ounces during the year. 
China has been normelly an importer of about 15,000,000 ounces of 
silver per year. The payment of the indemnity does not affect the 
necessity Sor this silver mtxuketiem circulation. In other words, the 
shipments of last year were a forced denuding of the circulation which 
now may have to be replaced in addition to the usual net importations. 


Up to this time last year there had been shipped from London to 
the Straits Settlements, Hongkong and China, less than #L7 ,00O, equal 
to approximately 350,000 ounces, whereas this year to date, shipments 
have amounted to #258,166, equal to approximately 2,500,000 ounces. 

I suppose that the Philippine Commission are doubtless congratu= 
lating themselves on the return in silver values,as they complained 
so bitterly of their losses on account of the decline in the price of 
silver. It looks as though these losses were in a fair way to be 
returned to them - possibly with interest.
